Professor Pau l V. McNu tt who is Dean of the Law School 
at Indiana Univ ersity and the Democratic candidate for 
Gov ernor is knocking Repu blicans and talking abou t the 
great economy of Sam Ralston’s administration back in 
1916. 
The records show that in 1916 when Ju dge Enoch Hogate 
was Dean of this law school it cost the state $16,660 and 
for the fiscal y ear ending September 30, 1932, u nder Mc­ 
Nu tt as Dean, it cost $5 4,970.60. Records also show that 
Hogate receiv ed $3,5 00 per y ear and McNu tt receiv es $7,000 
per y ear, althou gh Hogate tau ght more hou rs a week than 
McNu tt ev er has. 
McNu tt also is telling what a friend he is of the people 
and how he will protect them against the Pu blic Utilities. 
McNu tt was chairman of the Commission au thorized by 
the legislatu re of 1927 to write a new Corporation Law for 
the legislatu re of 1929. He wrote the law and helped get 
it throu gh the legislatu re of 1929 and was paid for it by 
the state of Indiana $65 5 .65 by state warrant No. 26328 2 
dated March 15 , 1930. 
Many prov isions of this bill hav e not been passed on by 
the cou rts. Some things are clear. It giv es pu blic u tility 
companies broader powers to make mergers of all kinds, 
sell worthless stock, organize holding companies, and do 
many other things detrimental to the people.

McNu tt in 1927 was inv ited 
to make the Commencement address at the Indiana Sol­ 
diers’ and Sailors’ Children’s Home in northern Ru sh cou n­ 
ty , a school maintained by the state to care for the or­ 
phaned children of Indiana soldiers and sailors. He made 
this address on Ju ne 11, 1927, and charged this State school 
$5 0 for it and was paid that amou nt by state warrant No.
